to the Ottoman Empire, proclaim the 
khedivo sovereign, and establish a pro- 
tectorate. 

THE TORONTO "MAIL" OX THE 
RECFST ELECTIONS. 

The ariicle \vi> quolo from the To 
ronto Mail (the eldof organ of llu- 
Conservatives) should still tho cry — 
which first found utterance through 
the columns of tho local government 
organ hero and was re-echoed by the 
Olobc — that tho victorious party in 
British Coiuuibia are Grits, and that 
tho defeat of tho Beaven government 
means tho formation of a Grit govern- 
ment.

THE DEFEAT OF THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT. 



A Practical Idea, 



Victoria, August, 9ih. 

To THE Editor. — I know you will 
deem no a|)o!ogy necessary from me 
for reverting to this vital question, 
one, sii', wiiich cixn the present govern- 
ment, through the medium of its weak- 
voiced sheet, catching a little of tho 
spirit of the Opposition, recognizes as 
Huch (t*iVe Standard of to-day.) But 
what would look more like real earn- 
estness in tho matter would be an im- 
medialo call on tho members elect to 
assemble anc4 ratify the present, or 
form a fresh governincnl, as tho case 
may be, and lesisldto on this subject. 
Legal authorities differ as to our power 
to deal with this evil and I think the 
best way to test it is to adopt the pro- 
position of Mr. Thoo. Davie and pass a 
law prohibiting or modifying Chinese 
immigration, tocotnein forcoin as short 
a time as will leave margin for tho ar- 
rival of those vessels which may be 
now on the way hero. 

This will be inking tho initiation in- 
deed and also bo the best earnest of 
the intentions of those whoso promises 
of action and support in the matter 
were so liberal pending the eve of tho 
late election. 

Even if Canada declares the law un- 
constitutional, we have still the option 
of referring the matter to the home 
government; and still again, supposing 
even its decision be adverse to this 
province, it will bring our grievance 
before tho eyes of Euroi'e. Some of 
the greatest minds in the world will 
then give this ppculiarly international 
subject their attention; while we, in 
the meantime, all else failing, will have 
had our ond partially served by our 
Act remaining in force during a neces- 
sarily protracted litigation. 

I Iny claim to no originality for the 
suggestion of this possible remedy, 
which, in all its details, essentially be- 
longs to Mr. T. Davie, (who advanced 
it at a meeting held some short time 
back by the Anti-Chinese Association) 
but 1 think the idea not only a most 
excellent one, but the best that has 
been mooted, and it sliouhl receive an 
endorsement by his fellow legislators 
and all well wishers of this province as 
hearty as that accorded it by

One Tory Government Suc- 
ceeded by Another. 

THE CAUSES OF THE BBAVBIT 

DEFEAT. 

(Toronto .Mail, .luh :7. ) 

Tlie local olections in British Col- 
umbia havo resulted so far a.? can bo 
learned in tho defeat of the nowly- 
formed Government of Mu. Bkavkx. 
Jt will be claimed, no doubt, that this 
is a Tory defeat. So it is. But thoro 
is this peculiarity about it. The Tory 
Government which has been dejeated ivill 
be succeeded by anotJier Consen\itivc 
Government, for there are no Grits in the 
I'acijie I'rovince. Indeed, as has been 
pointed out in these columns, tho woiil 
Grit is in British ('oluinbia a term of 
reproach, and when applied to any pol- 
itician there it means that the person 
concerning whom it is uaed is a Secret 
oncmy of his country. • ' 

The causes of the defeat of Jla. 
Beaven's Government anti tho tri- 
umph of the Opposition, which is led 
by Mit. W. SjiiTiiE, who was Minis- 
tor of Einanco in the Government of 
Mil. Elliott from 1876 to 1S78, are 
easily understood. Mit. I'.eave.v sue 
ccedcd Mn. Walkem as Premier on 
tl)* elevation of the latter' gentleman 
to tho bench a couple of months ago. 
fm mediately that Ik; accepted odicc he 
deterniiiied upon ;i general election, 
and a di.ssolution consoijuently took 
place. But just as ho had announced 
his intention of appealing to tho conn 
try two important events occui'red 
which brought his Government into 
disfavor. On the mainland, in the 
Xew West m in. iter district there were 
di.sasti'ous floods early in June. Tho 
Fraspr river rose to an unusual height, 
damaged much town pro|iorty, and 
put many farms under water. The 
Government had previously announced 
its intention to sell a groat rleal of 
private property on the uuiinland upon 
which the taxes had not beon paid. 
No Government gains support by sell- 
ing land for ta.xes, and at that junc- 
ture, 'groat .sympathy being entertain- 
ed for tho delinquent taxpayers, who 
were sutlering severoly by reason of 
the Hoods, tho sale was particularly 
un[iopular. It was in vain that the 
Govorument iiostpoaed tlie sale, for it 
was generally understood that it would 
take place immediately after tho elect- 
ions. Popular feeling was aroused 
agaiii^l the men icho it mm idliujtd pro- 
posed to evict OH (I sexde irhich u:on/d 
cuii-se Ireland to blush, and at a lime 
tvhen e.rictiiDUi ironll he ii iiusxuilly criu'l. 
It was impossible to overcome this 
feeling, and .Mb. Beaven' lost ground 
in consequence on tho mainland. The 
chief factor in the defeat of tho Gov- 
ernment on tho Jaland was tho failure, 
just when tho jjolitical struggle 
was commencing, of the syndicate 
chartered for the purpose of building 
the Island railway to make its final 
de[)osit, and to commence tho work. 
Tho people had long looked for the Is- 
land road, and they had been taught 
that at last a favorable arrangement 
for its construction had lioon made. 
They were now asked to confirm in 
power the party which had made the 
arrangement. But just when they 
were prepared to express their opin- 
ions on the subject tho entire scherao 
collapsed, because tho contractors 
ecu! ' I'o' fi'rnish tho necessary guar 
antLi . ."'I'., Be.we.v's Government 
thus received a second blow, from 
which, it appears, it did not recover. 
Matters connected with tho Esquinialt 
graving dock and some local questions 
also tohl against the riovernraent.

The defeat of Mr. DeCosmos in Victo- 
ria closes, at least fi r tho present, a very 
remarkable career. Our Opi)osition friends 
see in it a defeat of tho government ca.i- 
didate. Those who knov,- ar4ything, and 
write only what they know, aro aware 
that Mr. DoCosmos has for years been 
anything but a "government supporter." 
And his defeat in the recent contest is 
duo to his everlasting criticism of govern- 
ment measures, his advocacy of indepen- 
dence and his support of Mr. Blake's 
scheme of commercial independence.

DeOosmos never was what could bo 
called a loyal man> If ho was not an an- 
noxationfst lie had at least very little 
confidence in tho Dominion of Canada.

We shall be 
glad, for tho sake of liriiish Columbia, if 
a man of more Icjyalty, consistency and 
frankness is elected in hi.s place. * *

sonal grounds, but politically no doubt 
tho change that has taken place was very 
desirable.

Tho .Tapanese papers publish details of 
the attempt by a native named Aihara to 
murder Itagaki, the recognized leader of 
the liberal parly in .lapan, who was 
stabbed with a short sword in the bre.ast, 
hand and leg as bo was in the act of leav- 
ing a political mooting. Though one of 
tho wounds is sta ted to bo five inches in 
depth none are expected to bo mortal, 
which ia attributod to the circcmstanco 
that Itagaki at tho timo of tho assault 
was wearing otter skin robes. The assas- 
sin ia a young teaichur in the Yokosuka 
school, who seems to have been inspired 
merely by a fanHtiCal loyalty. In oxami- 
nntion beforo his judges Ailiara declared 
that ho had no accomplices, and alleged 
that his attempt was tho result of a con- 
viction that It.igaki is a ruffian who is 
likely to tlisturb the peace of the commu- 
nity. 

Prince Krapntkin, tho Russian Nihilist, 
writes to the St. Jatnes Oasette: "During 
Nicholas' reign men were killed by tho 
administration of 7000 strokes of the rod; 
but a special Imperial order was uecossa- 
ry for that, and the chief of ["dice knew 
porf(;clly well that he might himself share 
the same fate for an abuse of authority. 
N(jw tho chief of police murders poaeuful 
men with his revolver, perfectly sure that 
he will not bo prosecuted if he says that 
ho suspected the peaceful man to bo a 
revolutionist. If 1 could roproduco here 
a mcro list of such deeds as occasionally 
find a record in tho Itussian news- 
papers during a fortnight the English 
reader would shudder at it. I could re- 
produce a long catalogue of peasants 
tlogged, put into holes, or ordered to 
wall; ou thnir knees over dry peas for tho 
purpoi,e of exacting taxes; of other peas- 
ants beaten, killed, thrown into prisons, 
or exported by hundreds ovory week to 
Siberia, under tho prote.xt of disobe- 
dience; of men torn away from their oc- 
cupations, ruined and exiled at tiio whim 
of a chief of police; of arrests on false 
accusations; of briberies and robbericp 
committed in low and high places — all 
under tho pretext of saving sociot}' from 
Nihilism. This would give a tme picture 
of the realities of Russian life."

Tlio Council of tho Collogo School 
having met to cDnaidor tho 'prOSunt posi- 
tion of tho Institution, consequont upon 
tho destruction of tlio School Huubo hy 
firo on tho inoniing of tlio 17th itiHt. , 
vnnturo to submit tlui following Htatonient 
to tlio gonoral public : 

Tho College iSchool has, for tho laut 22 
years, been doing a most important and 
u.scful work in tlio education and training 
of boya. It baa cxporioiicod tho ordinary 
tliictuatioiis tM whicli all Schools without 
ondowiiiont aro iieco-^fiurily liable, but 
happily has survived thoiu, and to all ap- 
jiearance.i was ontoriii<^ upon a now period 
of iisofulne.sa and prosperity, 'i'ho o.x- 
poclution thua foriiiod was for tho ino- 
niont di.spc'Uod by tho fire which doprivcd 
tlio .School of it« lonj;-08tabli.shocl local 
habiltttion on Church Hill. This diH- 
atitor, unfortunaU) as it undoubtedly is, 
may however prove a turning point in 
tho history of tho School, and tend even- 
tually to it.s ro-foundaiion on a wider 
Inisis, with ;i oronUn- reach in the way of 
acceptability and id" ii.scfulii(i.s>i to ilu> 
I'roviiicii ill liigi.-. 

Two quoHtions cauu; lirormuuntly bo- 
foio tho Council in tlioir dolibiiratiimii: 

1. The desirability of enlarging tin,- 
prpscnt School foundation 'by the estab- 
lisliniont <if a Scninv or Ci.llecu Dispart- 
iiU'tit, tor tlio liii;lii-f cducat ion cf youth, 
anil prepar-iiinn fm' the Ictirtu-d I'rofos- 
.Hion.s:- a Charter of I ticorporarion to be 
in time hccm-od ter tlm Cfillofje, with a 
view to obtaining tho uHual degrees, and 
uhiiiKito afllliatiuu to the Provincial Dni- 
ver.-iity, "lion Rtirii I'nivcrsi'.y .ihall have 
been e=;tabli.slied. 

'J. 'I'lie eXton.sioii .'f llie pre.^eiit 
School iiilii a largo l'.oaiiiing School, 
whicil may draw ilH boy.s not only from 
tho Island and Alainlanil poiiions of our 
Province, but from tho adjucont Ameri- 
can Htatos. 

In considering these two questions tho 
Council wero unanimous in advising both. 
They fool that tho claims of liighor edu- 
cation in a community .such as ours, are 
now advaiK'tjil enoiioli to call for fuller 
developnutnt and enlarged opportunities. 
Tliey am also of opinion that even on 
material grouniis, tho establishment of a 
^'ocd IJoardiiig School for boj-s inu.st bo 
an object which all would !i;ive an inter- 
est in aidinj; and furtheriui;, as being 
bonoficial in many ways to tho conmui- 
nity Konoially. 

As a local IXiy ScIhujI, tho College 
School would, as in lu'oviou.s years, con- 
tinue to supply an acknowleiitjed want, 
but as 11 I'oiirdini,' Sf-linol itK iiitluinco 
and adv;iiil;ii_'es, dincl and indirect, 
woultl be fell itinio e.Men.iivcly in onr 
mid.st. American feelint; i.s .suHiciontly 
in favor ot Engli.ih training for thoir 
children to ju.stify tho c.\poctatlon 
that a considerable inimher of boy.-i 
might bo ilrawii frnm the United .States 
to Bucli an Institution, and thti well- 
known healthiness and beautiful sur- 
roundings of Victoria, where the School 
liMH boon in operation for so many, years, 
would undoubtedly attract temporary in- 
habitants dos'rouB of availing theniHoivos 
of the cducatiiii.:i! advaiitayes thus of- 
fered. Al the .s;iiiir lime it, i.s hoped that 
such a School eliii iontly conducted and 
administered would eibablo it to retain, 
as pupils, boys of our own Province, 
whoso paront.s have been conipolled to 
send them olsowhero for ediic.it iona] bene- 
fits which tho College .School would then 
be in a pu.sitiuii to hri|iply. 

While tho IiLililutinn tliiis propoHod 
would bo necessarily in connectipn with 
,tho Church of finjtland, the Council are 
able to point confidently to iho boys who 
have passed through the .Schnol dur- 
ing tho last 22 years, many of whom wore 
not Church of Engliind boys, in proof 
that in tho future, as in tho past, the con- 
aciouiious scruples of all will bo re- 
spuctod. 

.The Council iiave thuiofore no hesita- 
tion in appealing fur the .sympathy and 
aid of the I'liMic in furthenuice of tlio 
two special nbji-ciH at wliicli they aim, 
viz. , the deveb ipnient of lligher (L'niver 
oily) education, and tho establishinont of 
a Provincial Bu-irding Sohcol, fully 
equipped in respect of building.s and ap- 
pui tcnancos as may befit what it is trusted 
will be the groat English Public School 
of tlio Pacific Coast. .Simikr Institutions 
have already been loiuuled ami are kuc- 
cossfully inaintaiiied in tho other Pro- 
vinces of tho Dominion, and havo com- 
manded general interest and support. 

The CouiH',1 would further mention tli.at they have 
as a niii li lis of tnc prnpoHe nnlldini; Fund the sum 
iluoo (Insiinin. 1 on the late school llniisu; t .e 
money value of i hree Ton ii Lots, foiminir the old site 
on e liureb Hill : a fii'.^b and admirah.e site of sei cn 
acres fed Ihe roilcL,'e an i School tO|;iitber, on Cimivb 
prO]icrt;- on the iNoi th-Wi -.reril slope of Ileaeon Hill;

Ciiri-tlan l\nnai.'.l;,'e, and th.' liC|ied for assistance of 
iriends ot Id liiri.niH Kducaiion in Ei.^'land. They 
v;oiilil siiir^'e..t that a conipr. tn ii-iv.- )i!an for the 
combined ClUaie an.l .School liuildinss, capable ol 
lining worue i out in <.Ui ceshlve 'j'orti iiis ay op.portu- 
nity allows, -hould be obtained Irom an experienced 
iircldtcct.
